The  last  session  of  the  General  Court  adopted  a  new 
State  Aid  Formula  but  did  not  vote  enough  money  to 
carry  out  the  full  provision  of  the  formula.  As  a  result 
Warner   received   this   year    (1951-1952)    $2,417.75   in 
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State  Aid  which  is  approximately  54%  of  what  they 
would  have  received  had  the  Legislature  voted  the  full 
amount.  This  compares  favorably  with  the  $1,553.71 
that  Warner  received  in  1950-1951  under  the  old  State 
Aid  Bill. 

This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  but  much  more 
money  will  have  to  be  voted  by  the  Legislature  if  there 
is  going  to  be  any  real  relief  for  the  property  owner  who 
is  carrying  the  burden  in  the  small  communities. 

There  were  only  a  few  changes  in  the  faculty  of  the 
two  schools.  At  Simonds,  Miss  Eleanor  Brocklebank,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  has  re- 
placed Mrs.  Lois  Perham  in  the  Home  Economics  De- 
partment. Mrs.  Josephine  Bigelow  has  replaced  Mrs. 
Betty  Mills  as  teacher  of  English  and  coach  of  girls' 
basketball  There  are  no  new  teachers  in  the  grade 
school.  Mrs.  Doris  Coen  has  shifted  from  the  Excep- 
tional Class  to  Grade  Four  and  Mrs.  Joyce  Johnston 
who  was  a  helping  teacher  last  year,  now  has  Grade 
Three.  This  is  a  very  small  change  in  teacher  personnel 
and  the  two  girls  who  moved  did  so  because  of  a  change 
in  their  husbands  work.  I  think  this  speaks  very  well 
for  Warner. 

Last  summer  considerable  work  was  done  on  the 
Grade  School  to  improve  the  building's  inside  appear- 
ance. Instead  of  oiling  the  floors  they  were  sanded  down 
and  covertd  with  a  seal  coat.  The  walls  of  the  halls  and 
class  rooms  have  been  lightened  considerably  by  paint- 
ing with  pastel  shades.  These  two  changes  have  im- 
proved the  appearance  of  the  inside  of  the  building  so 
that  we  no  whave  attractive  looking  class  rooms. 

Because  of  the  amount  of  work  done  at  the  Grade 
School,  the  first  grade  room  was  not  done  until  after 
school  started.  We  now  have  a  good  class  room  and  the 
children  are  happy  there.  The  lighting  is  not  adequate 
but  I  hope  that  additional  lights  will  be  installed  before 
this  report  is  in  your  hands. 

The  fact  that  we  are  using  two  rooms  in  the  Masonic 
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Building  is  evidence  that  we  do  not  have  sufficient 
rooms  in  our  schools.  The  High  School  is  crowded  even 
though  we  have  lost  the  large  share  of  Sutton  students 
in  the  last  two  or  three  years.  The  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  tuition  pupils  and  our  own  resident  youngsters 
has  more  than  made  up  for  this.  Last  year  the  average 
membership  was  108  in  the  High  School  and  this  year 
we  have  an  average  of  123  pupils.  Our  Junior  High 
Pupils  are  going  to  increase  in  number  also.  There  are 
eleven  children  in  the  eighth  grade  and  twenty-three  in 
the  seventh  grade.  In  the  last  five  years  the  trend  has 
been  to  an  increasing  percent  of  Warner  children  en- 
rolled in  the  high  school.  Five  years  ago  one  third  of 
the  enrollment  was  Warner  children  and  two  thirds 
were  tuition  pupils.  Now  Warner  has  44%  of  the  pupils 
and  55%  are  non-resident  pupils.  With  the  tuition  rate 
increased  to  $225  next  year,  the  tuition  towns  will  be 
paying  their  full  share. 

Another  factor  which  may  influence  this  stituation 
at  Simonds  is  the  new  High  School  Building  in  Hopkin- 
ton.  This  could  quite  possibly  affect  some  of  the  tuition 
pupils  from  Webster.  I,  of  course,  have  to  take  a  neutral 
position  in  a  case  like  this  because  I  serve  all  three 
towns.  However,  I  do  think  that  some  Webster  young- 
sters will  attend  Hopkinton  when  the  new  school  is 
completed.
